Would Have Money 
Distributed by 


Counties— Commission Finally 


Gets in a Few Words. 


The people of the Sixth 
District 
le t’ the State Highway Commission, 
appointed by Governor 
Ralston to 
investigate and report on road con­ 
ditions and road laws in 
Indiana, 
know in no uncertain 
terms 
what, 
they want regarding changes in road 
law and taxes, when 
the 
meeting 
was held this afternoon in the a s ­ 
sembly room of the court house. 


The meeting was a stormy one, the 
Shelby county delegation taking an 
active part in the discussion. 
Shel­ 
by county let it be known right at 
the start that they came here to tell 
ihe commission what they* 
ttmrrgtn 
and not to hear what the commis­ 


sion wanted and advised. 
A reso­ 
lution 
involving 
three 
important 
things was passed at 
the meeting 
afte r a debate lasting an hour. 


The resolution called for the re­ 
peal of the three-mile-road law: op­ 
posed the passage of a law creating 
a state highway commission and fa ­ 
vored the amendment of the present 
automobile license tax law so that 
each county would receive directly 
all the money paid in licenses in­ 
stead of the state 
collecting 
and 
distributing it. 
The state highway 
commission desired first to 
present 
its side to tlie meeting in order to 
explain tlie purpose but the resolu­ 
tion went through first, after sever­ 
al speeches. 


The resolutions 
were 
in 
three 
parts and were as follows: 
Resolved, That the taxpayers of 
this district generally, and especial­ 
ly the farm ers of said district, are 
opposed to the adoption by the gen­ 
eral assembly of this state of legis­ 
lation providing for a -date highway 
commission, or for state control or 
directly or supervision in any form 
of building or maintenance and re­ 
pair of the highways in said district 
and we request our State Senators 
and Representatives from this dis­ 
trict to vote against and use every 
legitimate effort to defeat such leg­ 
islation that may be 
proposed 
by 
bitis for that purpose in the next 
General Assembly. 
“ Resolved, further. 
That we re­ 
quest our State Senator and R ep­ 
resentative to introduce a 
bill 
in 
both houses of the General A ssem ­ 
bly, to convene in January, next, for 
the repeal of the act, now a part of 
the statute law of Indiana, which is

that everyone knew this and pro ­ 
ceeded to discuss the questions in­ 
volved in the resolution.

Shelby county fairly

J <1 Harris, chairman of the commis­ 
sion, had a hard time to get a h.ear- 
ing. 
ilo stated the commission was

wanted to see what the people w ant­ 
ed. in view of reporting to the gov­ 
ernor. 
Mr. H arris 
talked on tin* 
I three-mile road law and desired to 
know what the people intended using 
in [dace of this law if it were re­ 
pealed. 


“ We should have some system in 
our road building,” said Mr. Harris 
“A great fault of today is that the 
roads are 
built 
under 
dishonest 
men.”

Mr. Harris resented the reception 
given by the Shelby 
county crowd 
and stated that they should not have 
been hostile to the commission be­ 
cause the commission had no ax to 
grind. 


AY ray, who is a 
staunch Shelby 
county Democrat, replied to H arris 
and stated that the 
people of the 
state wanted 
the 
three-mile law 
wiped off the books and th at in place 
of this they would go back to the 
acts of 1905 in which the proposition 
of building a town-hip road could he 
left to the people for a vote. 
He said 
that now titty people could slip in 
and petition for a road and that all 
would have to pay for it. 
Mr. \Yrav 
declared that the people wanted lo 
eal self-government and did not de­ 
mand any >tate commission to tell 
them how to run their business and 
build their road>. 


“ If we cannot find competent o f­ 
ficials to build our roads in our own 
counties then we had bet ter close up 
shop,’’ declared Mr. Wray. 
He declared that instead of hav­ 
ing a Mate highway superintendent 


we had better take that money and 
put it in our roads. 
The 
section of the 
resolutions 
were adopted one at a time. 
The 
meeting developed into a fight be­ 
tween the Shelby county delegation 
and the commission and the rest of

Putting a modern army like that of 
Germany 111 the field involves two sep 
arate processes, mobilization and con­ 
centration. 
Mobilization consists not 
only in fitting out the men already 
with the colors, or the standing army, 
but more particularly of re-enlisting 
and equipping the additional men that 
are necessary to bring the standing 
army 
to 
war 
strength, 
which 
is, 
roughly speaking, about twice its peace 
strength. 
The details of mobilization are very 
simple. 
Every reservist or landwelir 
man has a soldier’s poeketbook con­ 
taining explicit instructions as to what 
he has to do when called to the colors. 
He is moreover practiced in doing it at 
maneuvers in time of peace. 
Various 
means are employed for transmitting 
the call to individual men. but it is 
usually spread by rumor or by the 
press and anticipated in execution. 
The young clerk, artisan, student or 
teacher drops his vocation and betakes 
him self by a prescribed route to the 
depot, where he is furnished a brand 
new uniform and set of equipments. 
Here be has perhaps a few hours in 
which to renew his military acquaint­ 
anceship and to linger with his civi­ 
lian friends, his parents, brothers, sis­ 
ters or sweetheart, if any of them have 
followed or joined him there.

before u* he thought of the nation 
a* expressing God’s will toward the 
world. 
For the system of civil gov­ 
ernment in curbing the riotous and 
unruly fulfilled a righteous purpose. 
W hatever did# this, also 
helped 
to 
work out God purposes in the world, 
lie tells his readers, therefore, that 
the law and the officer are “God’s 
ministers.” 
For this 
reason 
the 
Christian is to he obedient. 
He is 
also to pay his taxes which are de­ 
signated too a s “ministers of God’s 
service.” 
For 
these 
support the 


s t a te in its 
civil 
o p e ra tio n s 
and 
make possible the execution of the 
divine plan of the social peace. 


Paul also connects the conscience 
with the civil code. 
We are to obey 
the law not because we 
fear 
the 
penalty but for “conscience sake.” 
The conscience is also of divine ap ­ 
pointment. 
It is the law 
of 
God 
written 011 the heart. 
It is greater 
than a civil code, which i* a copy ot 
the conscience. 
The citizen with a 
Christian conscience would keep the 
law if there was no outward statute. 
He does not need a law to forbid 
him to steal or murder, for it is not 
in his heart to do these things. 
The great province of Christianity 
i* to create a new heart, a right dis­ 
position, a true conscience. It places 
every” man above the law. so that he 
lives by conscience and not by out­ 
ward restraint. 
But all men cannot 
he persuaded to have a new heart. 
Has Christianity, therefore no pro­ 
vince outside of moral persuasion i 
lias it no duty toward the civil law 
which was made to be a terror to 
tiie evil doers.* 
The conscience of 
the Christian tell* him that lie must 
not only obey the law, hut that he 
must uphold its majesty and power 
by* insisting on it* enforcement and 
by promoting new moral legislation. 
An Athenian in praising 
a 
public 
functionary said, that 
every' 
one 
either applauded him or left 
him 
without «'ensure. 
To this 
philoso­ 
pher replied, “How seldom he must 
have done his duty.” 
No official can 
do hi* duty and have the good-will 
of the unruly. 
For the law, Paul 
tell* us is a “terror to 
evil 
doers, 
if the law is 
God’s minister, 
the 
ehristian has a right to insist upon 
it* enforcement that it may* minister 
vigorously to the righteousness of 
God in the world. 
Also whatcv T 
brings about better laws ministers 
to God’s cause in the world. 
If the 
system of civil 
government 
is 
ot 
God’* appointment it is the Christ­ 
ian’s duty to make it as powerful a 
moral force as possible. 
This can 
only he done by righteous legislation 
I11 hi* Polities Aristotle said, “ 1 he 
virtue of a good man and a, citizen 
of the best state are identical”, 
lie 
who is virtuous in his life, righte­ 
ous in his heart is within his right* 
when he desires his conscience in­ 
corporated in the civil code. 
Hiis 
gives the moral law a potent expres­ 
sion and makes the state a minister 
of God in the world.

HEADS OF NATIONS 


Power of Our President Versus 


That of Royal Rulers. 


THE EXERCISE OF THE VETO. 


A Right W hich M ay Be Freely Used by 


O ur 
C hief 
Executive, 
but 
W hich 


M ight Shake the Throne of the M o n ­ 
arch W ho Dared Assert It. 


It has been said that the president 
of the United States lias more real 
power than most monarchs of Europe. 
I do not know that I am able to insti­ 
tute an intelligent comparison, because 
to do that one ought to be quite fam il­ 
iar with the extent of the royal or im­ 
perial power to be measured with that 
of our president, and I have not suffi­ 
cient knowledge on the subject. 
I know something w ith respect to the 
real governing power of the king of 
England, and except in an indirect 
w ay the president’s power far exceeds 
that of K ing George, and I think it is 
very considerably more than that of 
the president of France. 
When, how­ 
ever, one examines the imperial power 
in governments like Germany, Austria, 
Italy and Spain the «question is much 
more difficult, and I presume no one 
would say that the president’s power 
is equal to that of the czar of Russia. 
W ith us a president is elected for 
four years, and nothing can get him 
out of office except his death or his res­ 
ignation—which never comes—01* his 
impeachment. 
The certainty of his 
tenure for four years makes our execu­ 
tive administration a little more rigid 
and less subject to quick changes of 
public opinion than in the parliam en­ 
tary’ countries. 
I am inclined to think 
that our system is a good thing for our 
country, however much parliam entary 
government may suit the countries 
where it is in use. 
O f course it lias this advantage: In 
a parliam entary government there is a 
union between the executive and the 
legislative branches, and they there­ 
fore work together, because those who 
constitute the executive lead and di­ 
rect the legislation, whereas in the 
separation of the great branches of the 
government with 11s the president rep 
resents the executive, congress the leg­ 
islative and the courts the judicial 
branch, and the plan of the men who 
framed the constitution was to pre­ 
serve these branches separately. 
The president is able to recommend 
legislation to congress, and he may eo 
in person to argue the wisdom of it if 
he chooses. 
Mr. Wilson restored an 
old custom of that sort, which w as 
abandoned by President Jefferson, and 
I think he w as right in doing so. 
It 
emphasizes the president’s recommen­ 
dations and focuses the eyes of the 
people on that which he regards as im ­ 
portant to the public welfare, and it 
puts a greater responsibility on con 
gress to give attention to his sugges­ 
tions. 
The British constitution gives the 
power of veto to the king, but it has 
not b«»en exercised for more than two 
centuries, and were it attempted it 
would shake the throne. 
The exercise 
of the president’s veto alw ays rouses 
eloquence on the part of those who are 
much disappointed at the defeat of the 
measure, and the w alls of congress not 
Infrequently resound with denuncia­ 
tion o f his tyrannical exercise of a 
kingly prerogative. 
F>ut the fact is it has come to be a 
more frequent characteristic of a re­ 
public than of a modern monarchy. 
For a king or an emperor to interpose 
a veto to an act of the popular legisla­ 
ture is really to obstruct the people’s 
will, because he was not chosen by 
their votes, but inherited his royal 
power. 
He must Indeed be careful in 
exercising a veto lest he incur a pro­ 
test and arouse a feeling dangerous to 
his dynasty. 
The case of the president is very dif 
ferent. 
The constitution established 
by the people requires the president to 
withhold his signature from a bill if he 
disapprove of it and return it with his 
objections to tin» house in which it orig­ 
inated, for the president is quite as 
much the representative of the people 
as are the members of the two houses. 
Indeed, the whole people of the Unit­ 
ed States is his constituency, and he 
therefore speaks and acts for them 
quite as certainly as the members 
elected from congressional districts or 
the senators from the states. 
He is 
not exercising a kingly power in a 
veto. 
He is acting in a representative 
capacity for the whole people and is 
preventing a law that he thinks would 
work to the detriment of the whole 
country. 
On this accouift the roar of 
the young lions of congress against a 
veto never frightens the occupant of 
the W hite 
H o u s e .—W illiam Howard 
T aft in Yale Review.
